lie came from over 
tin* ocean. When he visits New York he has a p a rt­ 
ments at thi* Martinique. 
Two years a g o Signor 
Zotti was a section hand on the New York Central 
railroad at $1.75 a day. 
Today he has a fat bank 
account, a big business in Virginia, seventy-five lots 
cut in Long Island and prospects of being disgrace­ 
fully rich. This former Texas newspaper man te lls 
the interesting story of the evolution of Zotti from 
a section hand to a rich w ar baby. 


Tamping ties and manicuring the Central’s road­ 
bed did not appeal particularly to Zotti. Somehow 
he learned that there Was urgent demand for work­ 
men down in Virginia. 
He quit the railroad and 
went south to a place on the Appomattox where 
some people were laying out a town. 
He got a job 
as foreman of a gang of 60 laborers.' His ¡my was 
$5 a day. 
The town which was beiug laid out is 
known now far and wide as the powder city of 
Hopewell. 


There was need of stores to supply the horde of 
workers with loodstuff. The Du Pouts gave permis­ 
sion to two men to open stores within their “ reser­ 
vation.” One of the two to get permission was Vin­ 
cenzo Zotti. 
He id not have much money but he 
had energy and courage. 
His store has prospered 
famously, 
He now employs eight clerks. 
He buys 
for cash and sells for cash. 
He is a natural born 
merchant. 
He has bought property in Hopewell 
and it brings in handsome rentals. 
Two of tho sub­ 
stantial brick structures in Hopewell belong to him. 


Mr. Zotti is what W all Street terms a “ War 
Baby,” He is 80 years old. 
No one who sees him 
now would imagine thut two years ago life seemed 
to hold out to him nothing but the promise of con­ 
tinuing to labor six days a week for $10.50. 


And now, the indications are that he may have 
$100,000 to his credit at the ei,jd of the present 
year.
